certain clauses objectionable to her 
In the protocol are eliminated. Baron 
Kurt Von Lersner, head of the Ger- 
man delegation here, told The As- 
sociated Press this afternoon. 


When the German plenipotentiary- 
was shown the statement given out 
this morning that on Monday he had 
informed Paul Dutasta, secretary of 
the peace conference, that Germany 
had decided not to sign the protocol, 
Baron Von Lersner said: 


"I have full powers to sign the 


protocol and am rca'dy to sign it at 
any moment when the question of 
Scapa Flow is eliminated." 


Trained observers of German de- 


velopments have expressed to mem- 
bers of the 
peace 
conference the 


view that there has been a. complete 
transformation 
of the situation In 


Germany and that it is due to the 
failure of the United States senate to 
ratify the peace treaty. 


These 
observers 
declare 
that 


while the vast majority of the Ger- 
mans, before the senate's adjourn- 
ment, desired the peace treaty rati- 
fied as soon as possible, they are now 
supporting the government's-atti- 
tude'-in-resisting- the demand of the 
allies for Indemnity for the sinking 
of the German fleet at Scapa Flow 
recompense for which was provldec 
In the protocol.
